If the law could deprive go'.d of it* 
value, then it might lower the premium; but 
ss long as It hat s recogniz *1 value throughout 
the world it will command it. Tbe law will 
have some effect, however. As s risk is pnt on 
tbe trade in gold, it will command a propor- 
tionate increase of premium. The more dlffi 
cult an srticle is to obtain, the higher its value 
will be, and that is Just the effect upon the 
gold market. 

For example, gold was held on Monday at 
•7. Oo Tuesday, when this lsw went Into ef- 
fect in New York, it jumped to 208, snd was 
on tbe rise. 

Let us suppose, however, that coupons 
could, by legislation, actually hamper the 
trade in gold, would it be a benefit lo this 
country by any iKMslbllity? If it has not Its 
value here in this country, or the capitalist 
cannot make his profit out of It, it will seek s 
market elsewhere. Gold is not dependent oo 
the Coagreas of the United Bute*, like green- 
backs, for iu value. Ii can find that every- 
where. The effect, then, would be to drive 
gold abroad in a steady stream. If trading is 
not allowed here, it will seek s market where 
trade is permitted. 

We could look forward then to the glorious 
achievement of having driven the most neces- 
sary srticle to our own credit entirely from 
tbe country, aud boast that we had knocked 
the bottom oat of the credit system It would 
not, however, be brrgged of when tbe day 
came for settling up tbe interest of the na- 
tional debt, which U payable in aptcie, and 
no specie was to be had. 

It can be seen that the leglsislion can cub 
serve to enhance the value or the premium on 
gold, but that if it was s subject mat could be 
controlled by legislatiou, the elite i would be 
just tbe opposite to what was intended. 

The Commercial Advertiser dwells upon the

A terrible and bloody afTrxy occurred on 
Michigan avenue, between Lake and Ran- 
dolph streets, laat evening, a few minute* pre 
viou* to eight o'clock. A soldier aimed Chas. 
Idare, belooging loCaC.oflhe l'J.h Illinois 
regiment, was shot through the breast and ia 
suntly killed. Five others, also belooging to 
the l'J.h regiment, and the •'. 1 Wisconsin env 
airy, were more or less wounded, but none of 
these dangerously. 

Tbe direct origin of the light seems to be as 
follows : A squad of six or eight of the in- 
fantry aud about the sums number of the cav- 
alry met on Michigan avenue, in the loeillly 
xlready mentioned, when one of the infantry 
men exclaimed that there were the two men 
who had mads some remarks ur accusations 
ssrslnat the Itfih. He alluded to two brothers, 
John and S'.ephen Roas. Oa the next Instant 
a man was knocked dowo, but the statements 
of the persons „bo ware present dlsagreeed ss 
to whether be waa ol the cavalry or infantry. 
John Rws drew a navy revolver and attempt- 
ed to shoot some one, wheat Charles Idare 
rushed ia lo knock the weapon oat of his 
ban as and received the bulltt through his 
breast. Ross was knocked dowa, aad for 
more than a minute laid upon hie beck and 
fired right snd left among the crowd. Others 
were knocked dowo or shot, and for rive or ten 
minutes the meles wss general. Tbe cavalry- 
men were all armed with revolvers and the 
infantry men were ail unarmed. Stephen 
Ross wss shot In lbs back, and ills believed 
that the bullet came from his brother's pistol, 
although there were several others who tired, 
aad such may not have been the case. Chris 
topher C. Moore, of the 19J>, had hia head 
pounded almoat to a jelly. Three others, 
whose namee our reporter could not ascertain, 
were slightly wounded. 

John and Stephen Ross, ss soon as the me- 
lee hsd subsided, fl-d to lb* Central depot, 
where tbey were arrested by Frank Reed, a 
special i«>iie< mtn When be first Rfiffti Hit m 
ihey real* tad aad draw Ikeir revolver*, but 
summoning aid, ke succeeded in capturing 
lb*m.

Immediately after the arrival of the Federals

Similar notifications were served span the 
people of all th* counties within the Federal 
llaes, and they war* warned to turn over all 
their agricultural Implement* to tbe Federal 
loritle* on or before the X u of May, to be 
destroyed. One bo* was allowed lo every 
family, and they would be 
much gardening a* could' be 
w*th the solitary implement. 

Every article ol provision In Rome or vl- 
slnlty wss required to be turned over immedi- 
ately to a commou depository, from which Ihe 
people were served with ration*, according to 
sworn lists handed la by them of tbe 
and condi Hon of their families. One wealthy 
lady, who hsd turned over, among other pro- 
viaions, 30,000 pounds of bvoi, on represent- 
ing that she ou<bt to bs esUUed to larger rs- 
lians, was told that all rebels were beggars 
alike— had nothing in the world, uud would 
be treated alike.

The negroes, a* a general thing, preferred to 
go with their uiaslsrs, and this, It was believed, 
was due lo lb* representations of the "coutra- 
aads" in th* V ink e army, who privately ad- 
vised them that they would not profit by a 
change ol masters, tnd told them of the sutTer* 
ing, destitution and mortality among the ne- 
groes In tb* mar. 

Ia one word, the poUcy of tbe invaders looks 
simply lo breaking the apirll of tbe people, 
aud reducing them to the most abject condi- 
tion of poverty, destitution and dependence — 
allowing them out of their own stores just so 
much food as wtll sustain life, and prohibiting 
lb* production of aay more. The people were 
told when their supplies were gone they might 
either go to the rear la Tsnaeesee, or through 
the Yankee lines to ihelr brother rebels. 

All stock of .very kind, horses, mules, oxen, 
milch cows, hogs, sheep, poultry, etc., wss 
atlle were put to graxe upon the 
growing crops, and the people who owned the 
milch cows were allowed rationa of a quart of 
milk per day to the family. The eottou in the 
city, about I, MM bales, was selx-xi and had 
been sent off, tare trains being sent there for 
it, Such is lb* Yankee yokel. 



Tke mm of Richmond. 

Richmond by the tost census had a popula- 
tion ot lib 000 souls, but ths great Influx of 
civil aad military officers aad refugees from 
oiher parts of the dute has probably raised it to 
a much higher figure. It ia situated at tLe head 
of tide- water, st the lower falls of James river, 
about one hundred and fifty miles from IU 
mouth. The city occupies a moat pic- 
turesque situation, being built ou Rich 
mond and Mhockoe hills, which are 
separated by Bhocko* creek and sur 
rousded by beautiful scenery. It is regu- 
larly laid ont snd well built, the streets, which 
sre llghtod with gas, crossing each other at 
rttrht anglea. 

On Bhocko* Hill sre the Slate capital and 
other public buildings. The capital is as im- 
posing edifice, and coataiss ta lu central hall 
Iljudeu s celebrated sutua of Washington. 
Ou the east of the •quern is the Governor's 
manaion. Jeff. Daris residence is a private 
mansion, which was purchased for him by the 
rebel Government. Tbe city has many flue 
public buildings, six banks, thirteen newspa 
pars and twenty three churches. Iu oue ol 
tbe three Presbyterlm ehurches Jeff. Davis 
worships. 

Tbe falls of Jamee river afford Immense 
water power, aad there are very exteasive 
factories, including four cotton and about 
fifty tobacco factories, flour mills, rolling mills, 
forges, furnaces, mechlns shops, etc., the lat- 
ter of which, and particularly the Tredegar 
Iron Works, have beea of immenae service to 
the rebel* , la lu ruing out ordnance and mate- 
rial for war. The annual cxporU of R cbmond 
before the rebelllou reached nearly seven 
millions of dollars, and lu Import* three- 
quarters ol a million of dollars. But since it 



being ihe rebel capital, lu 
foreign commerce has been extinguished. - 
Vessels or gunboats drawing tea feet can 
asceLd to within s mil* of tbe city, at a place 
eniled the Rjcket*. Vessel* of fifteen leet 
draft ascend lo Warwick, three mile* below. 
A canal ha* been built around the falls, and 
above them there is navigation for two han- 
dled miles. Tbe James river sad Kanawha 
canal, intended to exteud to Covington, is 
coaapi. ted for two hundred miles. 

Richmond ha* very extensive railroad com- 
munications, being the terminus of Ave roads, 
running to Fredericksburg aud the Potomac, 
aa Wcat Point and the York river, Petersburg 
snd Norfolk, to Danville, Vs., to Jacksou's 
river by the Central railroad; and from these 
tb* construction* lead all through the south- 
ern State*. Opposite ihe city are ths two 
towns of Spring Hill and Manchester. 

Richmond was founded In PMB, became the 
capital of the Stale of Virginia In 1770, and lu 
June, 1*11, it was made the teat of govern- 
ment for the "Confederate Stales of America," 
wbese Cougrea* assembled there on July JOtb. 
Iu history since then is only loo familiar to 
the country. Around ths city are various hills, 
extending a great dutanct, on the moat im 
portsut of which fortifications wer* erected 
in the days of ihe "on to Richmond" cry.

The player, for the sake of the joke 
rather thaa the truth, actually admitted 
that it was not, "as there waa no probabil- 
ity that ever aay oae would be able la rah 
Paul to pay Peter. ' This did aot pleas*; 
there wa.s too much sarcastic truth ia it to 
aass eurrent in that society.

Porter and beer, for example, 
fill up ihe stomach and seem to make per- 
sons fleshy, but there is but little nutri- 
ment aad great bulk; but great beer-diiak- 
ers are never strong, they are puffy.
